The standard has, on the whole, been well sustained and 
a good work accomplished. We have had several teachers 
of acknowledged superiority, and worthy of special men- 
tion. We need not name them, for the reputation of a 
good teacher,—and a poor one too,—is not limited to their ~ 
immediate field of labor. We have been disappointed in 
the work of two or three. No teacher can awaken enthu- 
siasm in a school who does not manifest it in her own 
daily duties, and one who fails to create an interest on 
the part of pupils should seek other employment. Most 
of our teachers, however, have had a just conception of 
their responsibility, have labored earnestly for the good of 
those under their charge, and have received generous ap- 
proval in the localities where they have taught. 

It is a pleasure to commend the faithful effort of many 
parents to secure the regular attendance of their children. 
It has frequently required no small amount of time and 
effort, but their labor will be amply rewarded in the ad- 
vantages secured, for those pupils who are prompt in at- 
tendance make the most advancement, while forming hab- 
its of punctuality which will help them through life. Ir- 
regular attendance is still the greatest obstacle to the true 
progress of our schools, creating a permanent condition of 
uncertainty in the teacher’s work, and in the advancement 
of classes. Our compulsory law is inadequate, and should 
be amended; for even the most indifferent pupil usually at- 
tends more than twelve weeks. It has been demonstrated 
in the past year that much may also be done by teachers 
of energy, tact, and good judgment to secure regularity of 
attendance, by making the schoolroom exercises so attrac- 
tive and interesting, that scholars will regret the loss even 
of a single day. 
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Good reading is the foundation of education; spelling, 
writing, arithmetic, geography, history and grammar 
or language work follow,—all vitally important ‘as es- 
sentials in a common school education. These should 
never be neglected. Yet, as the pupil advances, it is some- 
times wise to introduce other studies which are the legiti- 
mate outcome and continuation of the foregoing. Thus 
the thought is quickened, the mental vision is enlarged, 
and the reasoning powers strengthened. This frequently 
leads the pupil to desire an advanced course of study in 
the higher schools,—in fact, we now have several pupils 
nearly prepared for the high school, and some of them will 
probably enter during the coming year. Nature study has 
has been encouraged, and considerable oral instruction 
given. It proves an agreeable pastime for the young, while 
stimulating out-of-door study of those natural objects so 
often seen, yet imperfectly understood. 

Nearly all schoolrooms are now decorated with pictures 
and appropriate articles of handiwork done by the pupils. 
This is commendable for it promotes interest in the draw- 
ing lesson and makes the surroundings more attractive 
and homelike. We have in mind several rooms which 
might well be called the children’s ‘‘study,” and in the 
decoration of which they may take just pride. 

Parents are doing much to stimulate the interest of 
their children in education, and supplement the work of 
the school by the use of good books and papers; they are 
now found in every home. The older pupils in school are 
studying the best authors, and in this age when so much 
is published that is worse than worthless, extreme vigil- 
ance should be exercised in the selection of reading for the 
home. It is not the quantity but the quality. of the read- 
ing that will properly inspire the rising generation with a 
love for what is best and most helpful in literature.
